TRICKS OF JEWELRY THIEVES. 


Some Cantling leviers—Boss and llo o very 
of Diamonds—Workings of the Protec­ 
tive Union—A Galvanic Thief-! atelier. 
Dealers in jewelry are particularly 
exposed to losses through thieves and 
swindlers, as their goods, m ire than 
thoee of any other tradesm en or m anu­ 
facturers, contain great 
m arketable 
value in a small compass, and therefore 
afford especial tem ptations to the dis­ 
honest. 
The thieves, both male and female, 
who are frequently of very good appear­ 
ance, hang about the jewelers' stores 
until they see some respectable-look mg 
persons enter, and then go in with them . 
They usually say that some friend ad­ 
vised them to come to that store to look 
at a particular line of good-, and they 
commonly ask for some standard arti­ 
cle. 
Then, if they can get some young 
and inexperienced clerk to wait upon 
them —and they always try to get served 
by a salesman of that kind—the chances 
are that they will carry away with them 
a great deaf more in value than they 
buy. 
Sometimes they buy nothing, but 
usually they make some small purchase, 
so as to cover up their gam e more effec­ 
t e d ^ . 
The “ um brella trick” was a very suc­ 
cessful device of the thieves a few years 
ago, but is now pretty well known to the 
trade, and is therefore but little prac­ 
ticed at present. 
Before its secret was 
detected a well-dressed thief would enter 
a store with an um brella in his hand, 
closed, but not rolled up. 
Ile was usu­ 
ally accompanied by one or two confed­ 
erates. Seating themselves by the coun­ 
ter, they would ask to be shown a varie­ 
ty of certain goods, and in passing the 
articles from one to another the princi­ 
pal would dexterously drop one now and 
then within the loose folds of his um ­ 
brella. 
W hen a num ber of chains, 
rings, or bracelets had thus been stowed 
away, the man with the now valuable 
um brella would suddenly rem em ber an 
engagem ent, and bid good-by to Iris 
companions, who would cover his re­ 
treat by buying some trilling ornam ent. 
Some years ago a clever rogue was 
successful in robbing several diamond 
m erchants in this city of costly gems, 
having equipped himself by sm earing a 
little wax on the end of his nose and 
providing a num ber of handkerchiefs in 
nis pockets. 
Ile was further prepared 
by wearing spectacles, and appeared to 
be very near-sighted. 
When a package 
of small unset diamonds was shown to 
him , at his request, he would take it to 
the window, and hold it very close to 
his face. 
Simultaneously he would 
bring the end of his nose against a dia­ 
mond and make use of a handkerchief 
to conceal and remove the stone which 
had adhered to tho wax. 
By affecting 
to have a bad cold, and always using a 
different handkerchief, lie was able to 
abstract a num ber of stones from the 
sam e package. 
His last operation of 
this sort had an unsuccessful ending 
through his mistake in taking out a 
handkerchief which he had used already. 
A diamond fell from it and rolled upon 
the floor. 
Hoping that this was unno­ 
ticed, but not daring to remain, lie has­ 
tily excused himself and went to the 
door, but found it securely fastened. 
One of the firm of diamond dealers, by 
pressing an electric button under his ta ­ 
ble, had shot a bolt at the entrance, 
and when the thief turned around a re­ 
volver was pointed at his head. Ho was 
obliged to submit to a search, and a 
num ber of diamonds were found in the 
handkerchiefs distributed through his 
clothing. 
His arrest followed, and lie 
was sent to State Prison. 
After this a man with a cane executed 
a theft very neatly iii a New York dia­ 
mond house. 
Pointing over a counter 
with hts cane at an open package of 
unm ounted stones, and asking to be 
shown a certain one, he lightlv touched 
a gem with th^ end of the stick, which 
had been dipped in some glutinous ce­ 
m ent. 
A diamond worth $(»<m) adhered 
to the tip, and the thief got away unde­ 
tected. 
Some time afterward he was 
caught while attem pting the same trick 
in Philadelphia, and was identified by 
his New York victim. 
Recently one of the “ box m en,” or 
drum m ers who travel for small jewelry 
factories in Providence or A ttleboro’, 
called at a well-known jobbing house 
here, and was so gratified at his pleas­ 
ant reception by one of the firm, who 
happened to be in a particularly good 
humor, that he set his box down on the 
floor and entered into conversation w ith­ 
out immediately proceeding to business. 
W hen he turned to take up his box it 
was missing, and he has never seen it 
since. 
Undoubtedly a thief had walked 
into the place “ on speculation,” and, 
seeing the unguarded box, had quiet Iv 
walked out with it. 
Its contents wore 
worth several hundred dollars,although 
most of the articles were of only six lo 
ten karat gold. 
Sometimes the thieves adopt bolder 
methods. 
W ithin the last fortnight a 
m an entered a jewelry store in Maiden 
Lane, and, after looking at a number of 
gold watch-chains, suddenly snatched 
three of them and dashed oat of t lie 
door. 
A hue-and-cry was instantly 
raised, and a number of persons bogan 
running. 
The thief ran into a “ pal” on 
the sidewalk, and knocked him down, 
transferring the chains in the scuttle. 
W hen seized and accuse I of the robbery 
he indignantly denied the charge and 
dem anded to be searched. 
I Ie said that 
he had merely run in pursuit of the real 
offender. 
As he had got rid of the sto­ 
len articles, and as no one could posi­ 
tively identify him, he was released. His 
confederate, of course, had lost no time 
in disappearing. 
Fastening the door of a jewelry store 


through the I: de a num ber of gobi 
chain , etc. 
I he trick was defeated*}’ 
the investigations of a ^alesmatif after 
he had been astoni-i d to see chains and 
b r; eel et* creeping 
oout in the window 
as if endowed with life. 
A i • v seasons ago a certain down- 
je.veler determ ined to turn the 
and cheat the thieves. 
He got 
together a lot of old rubbish which had 
been designed to look like gold, and had 
the ch ain s etc., newly dipped and pol­ 
ished. 
The articles were such goods as 
the alleged rolled plate Roman gold 
bracelets, which are not rolled plate at 
all, but simply Herm an .silver dipped in 
a plating solution. 
W hen visited at that 
holiday lime by customers whom hisex- 
periiMiced eve recognized as probable 
thieves, he would lay before them a 
quantity of this special stock, tell them 
lo make their .selection, and carelessly 
turn his back. 
The trap was success­ 
ful, and quantities of the trash were 
carried away before the end of the holi­ 
days. 
One thief was so disgusted that 
he wrote a letter to the jeweler, telling 
him that if his goods were a fair sample 
of those in the neighborhood, the shop­ 
keepers were worse thieves than any iii 
the “ profession.” 
Sometimes the thieves who visit jew­ 
elry stores rob a customer instead of the 
proprietor. 
About two years ago, a 
banker in W all Street gave to his wife a 
large sum of money, some $4,(XX) or 
$o,u »d, for the purchase of a set of dia­ 
monds. 
lie took her to a jeweler’s, in­ 
troduced her, and then hurried away to 
some business. 
The lady placed her 
pocketbook, containing the money, in­ 
side her muff, and laid the latter on the 
counter while she examined an assort­ 
ment of gems. 
Meanwhile a very well 
dressed young man took a scat by the 
counter near her, and looked at som e' 
rings, finally purchasing one for about 
thirty dollars, and leaving the place. 
When the lady looked for her pocket­ 
book she was overwhelmed by the dis­ 
covery that her muff was em pty. 
The 
young man was doubtless a professional 
thief who had entered the store to “ take 
chances,” and was probably as much 
surprised as gratified when he ascer­ 
tained the am ount of his “ haul.” 
Persons who are in the habit of hand­ 
ling valuable goods are apt, in time, to 
grow careless in regard to them , and 
therefore diamonds are sometimes lost 
through gross negligence, as well as by 
thieves. 
A few years ago a broker in 
gems lost a fine pair of diamonds, val­ 
ued at $<‘5,000, while on his way to a 
easterner in Wall street. 
The}’ were 
advertised, and a few days afterw ard a 
lawyer reported that he had found the 
jewels in tile possession of hisofiicc-boy, 
who had picked them up in the street, 
and, ignorant of their value, had been 
using them for jack-stones. 
The recent 
ease in John street will be generally re­ 
membered, whore a little Italian boot­ 
black picked up a package of twenty-one 
small diamond*, valued at $2,000, and 
sold them to a jeweler for a dollar. The 
purchaser immediately advertised them, 
and for day- was visited by all sorts of 
“ fra u d s” who pretended ihat they had 
lost diamonds, and made desperate 
guesses when asked to describe the 
stones and their w rapping. 
The dia­ 
monds were in fact folded up in a paj>er 
packet, such as is a1 ways used for the 
purpose by dealers, on the outside of 
which was a complete memorandum of 
its contents. 
This proved to the custo­ 
dian of the gems that they had been lost 
by some one in the trade, and the owner 
finally appeared and identified them. 
The bootblack was t lien sought out and 
suitably rewarded. 
Some years since a diamond dealer 
here picked up an unset stone, worth 
about $"•"», with a pair of steel nippers,

In 179S, Jean Etienne Bore, with a 
gang of thirty negroes, raised a crop of 
cane, and on its 
m anufacture 
into 
brown sugar, sold it for $12,000. 
Tnis 
enterprise established the sugar industry 
firmly in Louisiana. 
Tne rich planters 
at once em barked in it, while the small 
planters of cotton and tobacco pros­ 
pered by this opportunity to cultiva e 
with less com petition. 
In five years 
from the time of its second introduce *n, 
f),OOO,OOO pounds ok sugar was tin* an ­ 
nual yield of the colony, which had now 
some fifty or sixty thousand inhabitants. 
The income from the culture of sugar 
was about twenty-live per cent. 
IN»u- 
talba reports of the province about this 
tim e that “ the facility with which in in 
can supply his wants is suc h that two 
hours of daily labor are sufficient to 
procure him all the means of existence.” 
One ma}’ judge from this statement tho 
value of the slave system to the planter 
of that day. 
'The average Southern ne­ 
gro, in his present condition of citizen­ 
ship and individual responsibility, is the 
laziest of mortals, and will work no 
longer than is necessary to assure to 
him the gratification of to-day’s wan**. 
How much this state of things would 
have been aggravated in early Louisiana 
we can form some estim ate; bat we 
cannot grasp the extent to which it 
would have interfered with the brilliant 
career of the colony. 
As it was, the 
prosperity of Louisiana was marvelous 
despite the troubles existing between 
the colonists aud the people of the Unit­ 
ed States, who looked upon the prov­ 
ince with greedy eyes, and to whom tho 
possession of it was only a m atter of a 
few years at most. 
Life on the planta­ 
tions trod in velvet-soled slippers, and 
the harshest winds were tem pered with 
balmy w arm th and the perennial fra­ 
grance of 
millions of wild 
flowers 
fever which they were compel led to 
pass. 
Domestic ennui and their own 
strange combinations of character fos­ 
tered iii the fair sex the softer elements 
of rom ance, which were instrum ental in 
im parting the knightly tone to the socie­ 
ty of the day. 
W hen the linked States acquired pos­ 
session of Louisiana, and for many years 
thereafter, New Orleans was the most 
luxurious city on the new continent. 
During the first half of this century a 
style of living was kept up in Louisana 
which, in an attem pt to picture it, 
becomes 
simply 
indescribable, and 
which if described would not be believ­ 
ed. 
The best wines of Europe flowed 
more freely than beer does to-day. The 
equipages were the finest the world 
could produce. 
The jewelers of New 
Orleans grew rich in a year on their 
commissions, while New York agents 
ransacked Europe for novelties in plate 
and artistic jewelry. 
The line arts 
were largely patronized, although the 
effect of the atmosphere of slavery was 
to encourage tastes not consistent with 
a high degree of adm iration for pure 
art. 
There is a massive service of gold 
in the safe of the St. Charles Hotel at 
New Orleans which recalls the splendor 
of ante-bellum Louisiana. 
Yet in all

The salesmen who travel for jewelry 
houses, and who frequently carry in

their luggage. 
Of course t hey are liable 
to robbery now, but the danger of it has 
been much diminished since the form a­ 
tion, al>out three years ago, of the Jew ­ 
ellers’ Protective Union, which has in­ 
spired the thieves with a wholesome 
dread of its powers. 
This organization, 
which includes all the principal dealers 
in the United States who employ trav­ 
elers, has now about $J0,(XK) in its 
treasury, and has already been the 
means of sculling eight thieves to State 
prison. 
It is supported by dues pro­ 
portioned to the num ber of travelers 
which each firm employs, and it is pre­ 
pared to spend any am ount of money 
necessary to hunt down and convict the 
thief who robs one of its members. 
W henever a salesman starts out on a 
business tour, his name and route are 
reported to the President of the Union, 
who in turn notifies a detective agency 
which has branches in all the principal 
cities. 
To protect traveling salesmen who 
have valuables with them in sleeping- 
cars, ahirm-watclies h ive been invented, 
which make a startling noi-c when any 
package attached to them is disturbed. 
As a rule, however, such salesmen de­ 
pend more for security upon “ sleeping 
wit Ii one eye open” than upon any arti­ 
ficial aids of this < »rt. 
An invention 
has jud been rn ade by a well-known 
scientific 
man in France that may 
prove a valuable protection against the 
robbery of jewelry trunks in hotels. 
It 


this luxurious display very 
was handled. 
Immense bills were paid 
at a tim e, but the transactions which 
took place on credit were enormous and 
went on for years in some eases withont 
involving the introduction of a dollar. 
Old business men of New Orleans have 
assured me of repeated instances of this, 
and of the utter carelessness of these 
wealthy patrons in ordering on credit. 
But when the accounts of the tradesm an 
or m erchant were finally presented, this 
carelessness was even exceeded by the 
indifference with which the creditor met 
the gigantic total and paul the licht. 
The earliest plantations were situated 
along the Mississippi south of the city, 
and many of them bear the names they 
received from the original French and 
Spanish owners, as Conception, Magno­ 
lia, St. Andrew’s, etc. 
In m any eases 
the planters’ houses were massive struct­ 
ures, constructed on no particular ar­ 
chitectural principle, with little attem pt 
at finish or ornam ent, built of wood 
scarcely redeemed from 
its 
natural 
state of tim ber, but providing tho am ­ 
plest room for all household purpose!. 
Few of them , indeed, there were which 
did not suggest the idea of spare suffi­ 
cient to meet all the requirements of the 
feudal baron, who sheltered under his 
castle roof an arm y of knights and vas­ 
sals. The old Southern planter’s notion 
of a comfortable home was a house with 
plenty of “ elbow-room” in it. 
Other 
mansions were built of stone or brick, 
brought up or down the Mississippi, in 
a square, antique style of architecture, 
with great varandas, and massive Ro­ 
man pillars—the outside of the structure 
being stuccoed and more or less orna­ 
mented. 
Beautiful flower gardens, in 
which were cultivated ever}’ variety of 
blooming plant obtainable, graced the 
front view of these great houses; and 
sometimes statuary might be seen taste 
fully 
scattered 
about, 
and 
visible 
through the glistening spray of perpetual 
fountains. 
The style and situation of 
the planter’s house has not changed 
much in a century, and a visitor to tin 
sugar plantations in Louisiana to day 
wall see in this respect w hat he would 
have seen in the early part of the cen­ 
tury. 
It is needless to say lie will find 
changes in the social atm osphere and 
methods of life so contrasted. 
There is 
nothing left of the old days now, save in 
the memory of a few venerable lingerers 
on the scene.— International Peri* >r.

There are sharpers who make a regu­ 
lar business of canvassing the country 
for the sale of trees aud vines. They 
buy or steal an illustrated catalogue 
from some well-known nursery, have 
cards and bills and receipts printed, 
and the game they play is safe and suc­ 
cessful. 
When they make a sale of 
Snoods to be delivered four, six or eight 
weeks hence, they demand an advance 
of ten, fifteen or twenty-live per cent. 
to pay freights and delivery.

drop. This fruit-tree swindle has been 
practiced so often that genuine agents 
have the hardest kind of work to take 
an order. 


THE TW O-HANDED FU MF. 
Within the last year sharpers have 
brought forward the pump swindle and 
made considerable money b v the game. 
A stranger with three pumps and a 
supply of pipe drives up to a farm­ 
house and offers to put one of his 
pumps into the well and give the fann­ 
er the use of it for a month for 
nothing. 
At the end of the month he 
will sea the pump for $:>. The farmer 
bites at the bait. 
It will be put in 
without cost to him, and if he con­ 
cludes to take it the price is astonish­ 
ingly low. 
The swindles are practiced 
after the pump is in. In one ease the 
farmer signs a supposed receipt, which 
is actualy an agreement to pay the 
bearer $25 for the pump. 
This agree­ 
ment is 
handed to 
the swindler’s 
partner to collect, and he manages by 
threats and bluster to se • tire from $10 
to the full amount. 
In the other ease, 
along comes a man w ho claims that 
the pump is an iufringment on his 
patent, and he demands damages, un­ 
der threats of prosecution. 
The patent 
law' is a muddle to other classes besides 
farmers, and the idea of litigation 
brings a chill. 
The swindler is sorry— 
don’t want to make any trouble—hopes 
it can be avoided, and makes the victim 
pony up from $12 to $20 for the right 
to call the pump his own. 
One pumps 
the well and the other the farmer; and 
between the two they make a fat thing 
of it. 
TUE CA BUI AGE 
SW INDLE. 
Two or three years ago this State was 
overrun with carriages and buggies 
from the East, “ warranted iii every 
respect,” and vet offered at astonish­ 
ingly low figures. 
While the price of a 
carriage made at home w as from $175 
to $250, these vehicles were offered as 
low as $50. They were highly var­ 
nished, abundantly silver-plated and 
went off like hot cakes. 
“ How on 
earth they could be sold so cheap” was 
soon made plain. 
The springs were 
cast iron, the spokes pine, the tops ; 
painted cloth, and the iron work a swin­ 
dle of the basest sort. 
One washing 
took all the varnish off, and horse and 
thills parted company from vehicle and 
<1 river at the first mud hole, 
ft was a 
paying swindle for a time, and is still 
being worked in some localities. 
n 
“ SMUGGLED GOODS.” 
A smooth-talking mail with a ped­ 
dling wagon made many victims iii the 
eastern part of Michigan last summer. 1 
He hail his wTagon loaded with boots 
aud shoes aud ury-goods, and wherever 
there was a chance to make a sale he 
grew confidential aud softly informed 
the farmers that the goods bad been 
smuggled from Canada. 
The idea of 
buying smuggled goods turned no one 
away. 
Shoes made almost wholly of 
paper found really buyers, and bolts of 
moth-eaten cloth were freely “ sacri-.j 
Aced” at from thirty to seventy cents 
per yard. 
PATENT EIGHTS. 
A patent right has charms which it is 
hard to resist. 
Let one have the best 
of churns, washing machines or farm 
machinery, and he will still give ear to 
the patent-right man with his wash­ 
board which docs all the rubbing, saves 
all the soap, hangs out the wash and 
can be converted into a cabinet organ 
by a simple twist of the wrist. 
(inc of 
tbs cheekiest swindles of the past year 
appealed directly to avarice and dis­ 
honesty. 
Strangers traveled through 
the agricultural regions with a small 
model of a bee hive and a saohel full 
of square cakes of some dark stuff 
weighing half a pound each. 
If a 
farmer had bees he was told that a Iii vc 
constructed after the model and baited 
with the secret stuff, would quietly de­ 
tach sufficient bees from the other 
hives to form a new colony and thus 
prevent swarming. 
lf lie had none, he 
was confidentially informed that he 
had only to set up hives and supply bait 
to draw' bees a distance of twelve miles 
around. 
The dark cake was not only a 
bait to draw, but it offered sustenance 
for a swarm of bees through the long­ 
est winter, so that all the boney could 
be removed and sold. 
The farmer w'ho 
had bees saw reasons for buying, and 
the farmer with none thought lie could 
secure several swarms at the expense 
of his neighbors. Three dollars w as 
the price for the privilege of construct­ 
ing three hives, and the bee-bait was 
sold at a dollar per cake. 
No bait was 
sold without the hives, ami no hives 
without the bait. 
Whoever invested

Frauds at tiiureh Fairs. 


“ What a beautifully arranged table 
and what handsome articles,” remarked 
a lady to lier escort at a fair in an up­ 
town church. 
The table contained a 
fine array of fancy articles. 
There 
w'ere 
silver-mounted 
hand-glasses, 
carved dressing-cases, lace neckwear, 
jcwlery and other goods. 
“ How the 
ladies in charge must have worked to 
get so many nice things contributed. 
What a marked contrast this table 
presents to some of the others,” said 
the gentleman, “it will bring the church 
quite a fund by itself.” 
The couple 
moved on, and a gentleman who had 
| heard their conversation approached 
and said: 
“ You must excuse me, but I cannot 
help setting you right on the subject 
about which you were just speaking. 
That table which you admire, and 
think will so benefit the church, is 
what is called a commission table, and 
will not obtain for the church as much 
money as many of the plainer ones. 
The goods are obtained from regular 
# n 
n 
business houses at the current prices. 
What arc sold are paid for. and what 
are not sold ale returned. All that the 
j church receives is the commission given 
by' tile merchant. 
This commission 
sometimes reaches as high as fifteen jkt 
I cent., but more frequently does not 
exceed ten per cent 
From this you 
! eau easily sec that if acommission table 
I iii an evening takes in fifty dollars, tho 
1 profit only amounts to live dollars. 
If 
! ten dollars is taken iii at one of the 
tables where the goods arc contributed, 
the church fares doubly as well. 
Many’ 
ladies like to make agreat show at their 
tables, and adopt 
the 
commission 
method. 
It is much easier to get them 
this way than to get them for nothing, 
I or to personally make up fancy articles. 
People are attracted by the great est dis­ 
play, and, as in the present instance, 
: tile lady who has the commission table 
gi ts greater credit than the one w ho 
has got her goods contributed, and who 
has been to much more trouble. 
“ Fairs an) usually gotten up for a 
religious or charitable purpose, aud the 
money expended at them is not for the 
articles received, hut for the benefit of 
the deserving object. 
W hen a man 
spends ten dollars at a commission ta bl 
he thinks that his motley' is expended 
for this good purpose, whereas nine- 
tenths of it goes into the pockets of the 
wealthy merchant, who really owns the 
articles until they are sold.” 
For the past three years the system 
of selling goods on commission iii fairs 
has steadily gained ground. 
Many 
merchants sci I thousands of dollars worth 
of goods in this way. 
It is considered 
a regular source of revenue, and is 
courted by many firms, who, in addi­ 
tion to receiving a fair price for their 
wares, also get a very good advertise­ 
ment. 
Frequently a piano nianufaetur 
ing finn give a $5U0 piano to a fair, 
which is rallied for at one dollar a 
chance, there being 500 chances. 
For

Yet, with its keenly 
sharpened edge lie takes off the short- 
I est hairs on the head, around the ears, 
i and oil the eyebrow. The Chinaman 
gets a “ clean shave,” that is, the 
w’hole of his face is traversed by the 
razor, and his head is shaved, save at 
! the crow’n, on which a small circular 
j patch is left, constituting the founda- 
! tion for a pig-tail. 
And the cars are 
shaved inside and outside, a delicately 
shaped little lancet style of blade being 
inserted, and cunningly and dexterous­ 
ly twisted round and round, removing 
all hairs, but producing the common 
effect of deafness, so common among 
Chinese, as well as among their neigh­ 
bors, tile Japanese, who indulge in 
similar harmful treatment i j the ear. 
The shaving being over, the hair is re­ 
plaited, and being paid a few cash, oft 
struts the merry little barber to tell his 
last *Aood story to some oue else.—AU 
the Yeir Round.
